Show place of the Chinese capi- 
inl, the puppet palace, with Its fine 
bulldings, well situated walls—parti- 
cularly for defence of the occupants 
—and the Jargest swimming pool in 
Nanking, “was earmarked for the 
Generalissimo when the govern- 
ment returned from Chungking last 
May, But Chiang Kai-shek, after an 
Inspection of the Japanese-designed 
bulldings, shook his head and moved 
Into far Inferior quarters within: the 
Ministry of National Defence. 


The Generalissimo would have 
none of Wang Ching-wei, not even 
the palace bullt for the puppet. 
Sourcdés close to the family, of the 
Generalissimo und Mudame Chiang 
Kai-shok sald Madame, captivated 
by the palace, was not eager to sur- 
render It, but the Generalissimo re- 
mained firm. “After some months of 
stulemate,-nrrangements—were-made- 
to pass title to the property to the 
United States Government. 


Péoyment for the ten acres, with 
its set of fine buildings, will be 
through an exchange resulting from 
the Chinese Government's purchase 
of war surplus supplies In the Pacific 
islands. Under this transaction 
US$35,000,000 was made available 
for use of the American government 
in constructing or purchasing oMcial 
quarters in Chinn, . 


IDEAL PLACE 


Cost of Wang Ching-wei's palace 
will be determined by a board of 
three comprising one Ameriean, one 
Chinese and one neutral. It will be 
the first American-owned Embassy 
In Nanking, as the previous buildings 
were leased. ‘The United States still 
retains its old Embassy in Pelping 
under the terms of a grant from the 
Chinese government, using it as a 
consulate, 


Amerlean offlcialg did not share 
Chiang Kai-shek’s objection to the 
puppet palace, Well designed and 
constructed and ideally arranged for 
Embassy: uses, It provides not only 
adequate offices but -a proper _res}- 
dence for the Ambassador nnd some 
members of his ‘staf.

_N cw Technique 


N China has been a total disin- 
tegration between the  vernacu- 
Jar and the classical lterature since 
1919, when the colloquial style alone 
was canonised as the only literary 
medium. <A shurp disintegration of 
a different kind teok place In Enr- 
land also—the cleavage between the 
high-brow with its headquarters in 
Bloomsbury, and the low. brow 
writers, . 


In fact, at about that time, a total- 
ly. new technique dor the writing of 
the novel was coming .to birth—a 
technique which involved a breale 
away from the tradition of Fielding, 
Detoe, Jane Austen and which is 
still being worked out. 

But what caused this technical re- 
volution? The reasons are mani- 
fold. ; ; 
The novel was rather social litera- 
ture than poctry, depending on a set 
of values which have now simply 
ceased to exist. This is a negative 
reason. The positive one being: the 
Irresistible influence of the science 
of psychology, especinlly of the 
Freudian School. 1 


The Cinema 


HERE is also an economic aspect 

of this disintegration. The In- 
vention and “popularity of the 
cinema, which has robbed the 
novelist of his legitimate patrons. 
Who. wnong the present-day 
novelists can rival Dickens or Mark 
Twain In income? Millions of Eng- 
lishmen regarded the death of Dic- 
kens as a national calamity. The 
elnema has robbed the novelists ‘not 
only of wealth but also of_thelr fol- 
lowing. “Facing the threat of extine- 
tion, the well-to-do novelists accept- 
ed the challenge by writing novels

self-made novelists tzok ‘up the chal- 
lenge of the sereeen fn. quite a dif- 
ferent manner.

Chayne and funnier than the Murx 
Brothers, Such writers are Edgar 
Wallace, Philip Oppenheim and P. 
G, Wodehouse. Incidentally, the film

Unlike his younger contem- 
poraries, he does nat belleve that the 
novel can discard the element of 
story-telling, With all his hysteria 
and faults, D. H, Lawrence was the 
leading spokesman of the 30's if ahy

Hatred of Machine 


ORSTER expressed hls hatred of 

the machine, especially in his short 
story “The Machine Stops," Virginia 
Woolf In Mer “Orlando” and “Be- 
tween the Acts" makes it quite clear 
that she hated the modern age alto- 
nether.. Huxley in his “Brave New 
.World" has painted a gruesome pic- 
ture of what the world would be like 
{{ the machine triumphs. Lawrence, 
as the most articulate spokesman of 
these two decades, has cursed the 
machine with all the ferocity he was 
capable of, 


In his later years, when his hat- 
red for .the machine became’ more 
fanatical, he did more than curse the 
machine, he gallantly denied that it 
existed, a 


The last war causes various reac- 
tions in the sensitive minds of the 
British writers, but one. result is 
quite common, namely this hatred 
of-the- machine -and-—a-tenden to- 
return to the Medieval Splendsur of 
the High Church.

Indian, armed forees rely to a 
very large extent on Indian clvilfans 
Qnd oflicers. In the constitutlonal 
Neld the Acts of 1919 and = 1035 
passed by the ;Brittsh = Parliament 
vach represented 0 substantial trans- 
fer of political power, 

"In 1940 the conlitlon Government 
recognised ‘the principle that) the 
Indians should themselves frame 
the new constltutlon for a fully 
autonomous India, and in the offer 
of 1042 they’ invited them to set up 
a constitutional assembly for this 
purpose as soon as the war was over. 

“The British Government belleve 
this policy to have been right ond 
in accordance with sound democra- 
tiv princtples, «Since they came Into 
office they have done thelr utmost 
to carry jt forward to its fulfllment. 

“The deviaration of the Prime 
Minister of March 15 last, which met 
wilh general appraval in Parliament 
nnd the cotmtry, made it clear that 
it was for the Indlasy people theam- 
selves to choose thelr future status 
und constitutlon and that in 
opinion of the Government the me 
had come fer responsibility for the 
Government of India to pass Into 
Indian hands.
